AT THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 

Tho House Committee on Ways and 
Means has postponed indefinitely con¬ 
sideration of the Williams bill provid¬ 
ing that all ad valorem and specific 
duties exceeding UK) per cent of t.hi» 
value of the articles on which they 
are imposed shall be reduced separate 
ly to bring down to the actual value 
of goods paying the duty. 

Senator Tillman presented to tin* 
Senate a memorial drafted by D. N- 
Jarvis of Seattle, protesting against 
the passage of a Dili to aid in the con¬ 
struction of the “Alaska Railroad.” 
He claims that the measure gives the 
boneliciaries blanket rights prejudi¬ 
cial to tho interests of the other rail¬ 
roads in Alaska. He protests further 
against the grants of lands aud othci 
concessions made by the bill. The 
measure against which complaint is* 
made already lias been amended by 
the Senate Committee on Territories* 
to eliminate apparent favoritism.

OF DEATH. 


AH INCIDENT 


CIVIL WAR. 


During the great Civil War hundreds 
Of brave soldiers who participated In 
that memorable conflict had very nar¬ 
row escapes from death, but of them 
all none was more miraculous or thrill¬ 
ing than that of Captain John M. 
Fllnn, a Shelbyvllle, Ind., boy, who 
commanded company F of the Fifty- 
first Indiana Infantry and who through 
a most mysterious agency succeeded 
In escjplng the penalty of death after 
he had drawn a “black bean" In the 
lottery of death and his execution at 
the orders of the Confederate general 
Whose captive he was seemed Inevit¬ 
able. 

The story of how Captain Fllnn was 
Imprisoned at Libby prison, of how he 
was one of n number of Union officers 
who had to draw In the lottery of 
death, of how he with one other drew 
a death prize as indicated by a black 
bean, of how on the very hour set for 
hls execution he was given a ten days’ 
reprieve and of how at the end of that 
period he finally through a mysterious 
agency escaped the death penalty—all 
these Incidents form a most remarkable 
story, which Is passing strange and In 
Its very truth Is even stranger than 
fiction 

Among the thousands of booster boys 
who volunteered In the Union army 
was John M. Fllnn, a Shelbyvllle youth, 
who enlisted first In company C, Sev¬ 
enth Indiana infantry, and later on 
Oct. 11, 1861, became first lieutenant of 
company F, Fifty-first Indiana. lie be¬ 
came captain of the same company oh 
Nov. 1. 1802. 

Early in the year 1803, shortly after 
he was promoted to the captaincy of 
hls company, Fllnn was captured along 
with a number of other Union soldiers 
at the bnttle of Day’s gap and Crooked 
creek, near Gaylorsvllle, Ala., and con¬ 
fined in a rebel prison. 

Shortly afterward he was removed to 


Imprisoned criminal catches at every 
straw which he thinks might make him 
free, the officers thought they were to 
be exchanged or discharged. Conse¬ 
quently they “lined up” rather cheered 
by the prospect 

Tlie.r bright holies for freedom, how¬ 
ever, were soon dispelled when all the 
captains from among the prisoners 
were summoned to the lower room of 
the prison. There, Instead of hearing 
an order read for their release or ex¬ 
change. they were corfronted with the 
startling news that a special order had 
been :ssued by the Confederate war 
department thnt two captains should 
be selected by lot to be executed In re¬ 
taliation for the execution of two Con¬ 
federate officers by General Ambroso 
E. Burnside n short time before. 

The Union captains, who with death¬ 
like stillness listened to the reading of 
the order, were amazed and dumfound- 
ed. What could It mean? What was 
to be done? What was the renson for 
the order? Would the rebel Informer 
explain Its full meaning to them? 

These and other questions flashed 
through their minds and when replies 
were asked for Captain Turner, who 
had charge of the prison, refused to en¬ 
lighten them. Instead, he cold-hearted- 
ly and calmly asked them: 

“In what manner Is It the desire ot 
the captains that the selection be 
made?” 

It was several moments before the 
company of prisoners regained their 
composure sufficiently to answer. Pres¬ 
ently', however, Captuin Sawyer sug¬ 
gested that as many beans he placed In 
a hat as there were captains to draw 
them. Since two of the captains were 
thus hv lot to be selected for execu¬ 
tion Captain Sawyer suggested that 
two of the beans be black ones and 
the rest white. The black beans were 
to represent “death prizes.”

Libby prison—that southern dungeon 
the very mention of which sent cold 
shudders over Union men—where he 
was held In confinement for many 
weeks. It was Indeed an unkind Hite 
that brought him behind the dingy bars 
of this dingy old prison. But, as brave 
blue-coated soldiers who found them¬ 
selves there, Captuin Fllnn viewed hls 
misfortune as an incident belonging to 
the expected events of cruel warfare 
and made no complaint. 

When he was taken to Libby prison 
Captain Fllnn was placed In a cell with 
Captalv. Henry W. Sawyer of company 
K, First regiment of New Jersey cav¬ 
alry, who had fallen Into the hands of 
the Confederates after having been In 
a hospital at Culpeper court house for 
Borne time. These two captured cap¬ 
tains became fast friends and after 
Buffering the torments and hardships 
of the southern prison side by side for 
many weeks became resigned to their 
fate and calmly awaited the hour when 
they would lie liberated either by hu¬ 
man hand or the the hand divine. 

So poorly were they fed thut day by 
day tl.e two men, as well as many 
other unfortunates who were prisoners 
•long with them, grew weaker and be¬ 
came thinner and thinner until they 
thought their very life blood would 
Boon be sipped from tlielr bodies. In¬ 
deed, they thought their summons of 
death was Inevitable and that such 
would be tlielr only means of freedom 
from the prison. To them It seemed 
that they would never again hear the 
familiar strains of a bugle call or lead 
the members of tlielr companies charg¬ 
ing against the enemy. 

It was while In such a plight as this, 
while their spirits were exceedingly de¬ 
pressed and while life seemed to offer 
precious little for them In the future, 
that one day the monotony of their 
prison existence was broken by an In¬ 
spection call. The rattle of chain* 
the grating of the ponderous Iron door 
of the cell which they occupied aroused 
them. Looking up they recognized 
Captain Turner, a Confederate officer, 
•s he entered and announced that all 
Union officers then Imprisoned were ex¬ 
pected to “line up” for Inspection. 

This was on the morning of July 6, 
1863, and the announcement made to 
all the officers who were In prison 
create! no little excitement. At first, 
catching at the slightest straw which 
gives promise of freedom, just as the 


Witt.* the approval of the plan the 
drawing began. Captain Sawyer drew 
first. Captain Fllnn followed him. They 
both drew “black beans.” 

The execution was soon to follow and 
preparations were at once begun for 
the death march. The two captains 
were not compelled to wait long for the 
coming of the summons. Soon a Con¬ 
federate officer appeared with n guard, 
who marched Fllnn and Sawyer to 
where a car was In readiness to con¬ 
vey thorn through the streets of Rich¬ 
mond on to the place of execution. 

Before they hud reached the city 
limits they met a Roman Catholic 
bishop. Learning that they were be¬ 
ing marched away to be exeuted, the 
bishop Inquired the euuse. The Confed- 
errto officer paused In hls reply nnd 
nt that Captain Fllnn, who was a Cath¬ 
olic, said he was being executed with¬ 
out the “rites of clergy.” 

Fortunately for the two captnins, the 
bishop was u friend of Jefferson Davis, 
and with the words thnt he would 
hasten to see Mr. Davis the bishop re¬ 
quested the officer to march the men 
away slowly and If possible delay the 
execution until he returned. The bish¬ 
op’s Intercession for the condemned 
men was not In vain, for he came back 
with the word that Mr. Davis had 
granted them a reprieve of ten days. 

Yeans afterward, In relating the In¬ 
cident to hls friend, Lieutenant James 
M. Btradlng, who contributes an urtlclo 
to a recent number of McClure’s Maga¬ 
zine telling the story of this “Lottery 
of Death,” Captain 8awyer said : 

“The cart moved on and the bishop 
hurried at a rapid pace to Interview 
President Davis. The bishop was 
mounted on n full-blooded and a very 
spirited horse and he seemed to us to 
go like the wind when he started for 
the residence of hls friend. We moved 
on to a small hill on which was a single 
tree and to this tree the ear took Its 
way. When the tree was reached ropes 
were placed around our necks and we 
were doomed to be hanged. This would 
have bien an Ignominious death If we 
had been guilty of any crime punish¬ 
able by death, but we had committed 
no crime and yet we did not want to 
die In that way. We had a slight ray 
of hope In the bishop’s Intercession for 
us, but It was too slight to allay our 
fears for the worst 

“I was so weak that the tree and 
the guards seemed to be moving In a 


I circle around me. We stood up In the 
cart so when It moved away we would 
dangle between the earth and sky and 
In this way our existence was to end. 
No courier from the bishop was In sight 
and the suspense was terrible for us 
to bear. The Confederate officer took 
out hls watch nnd Informed us that 
while hls Instructions were to have us 
executed before noon he would wait 
until one minute of 12 and then If there 
was no sign of a courier the cart would 
be driven away and the arbitrary or¬ 
ders of the war department of the 
southern Confederacy would be obeyed. 

“Half-past 11 arrived and yet no 
* signs of any courier from the bishop. 
Our legs became so weak that we could 
not stand any longer, so we requested 
that we might be permitted to sit down 
In the cart until the time for us to be 
i executed arrived. Then we would stand 
up and the ropes could be adjusted to 
our necks and the execution concluded. 
Th* ropes were then untied and we 
were permitted to sit down on the side 
of the cart Ten minutes more passed 
In dead silence, and yet no eye could 
detect any signs of a courier. At the 
end of another ten minutes we stood 
up and the ropes were adjusted to our 
necks and the Confederate officer was 
raising hls sword as a sign to the 
driver to move away when a cloud of 
dust was observed In the distance and 
the Confederate officer hesitated for a 
few moments, when a horseman white 
with dust and hls horse covered with 
foam dashed up to the officer and hand¬ 
ed him a dispatch. Ho opened It and 
quickly read: ‘Captains Sawyer and 
Fllnn are reprieved for ten days.’ I 
never felt so happy In my life, and 
Fllnn and I embraced each other nnd 
cried like babies. The ropes were then 
untied and the cart started slowly back 
for Libby prison. Our comrades were 
greatly rejoiced to see us return alive 
and made many Inquiries concerning 
the postponement of the execution.” 

It was not long after their return to 
Libby prison that word was sent back 
home by the captains that they hnd but 
ten days to live. As soon ns the word 
was received Captain Sawyer’s wife 
went to Washington and personally re¬ 
ported the matter to President Lincoln. 

To the kind-hearted president, who 
loved hls people dearly nnd who ever 
was ready to help one In trouble, the 
news was both startling nnd shocking. 
After studying the matter over during 
that night he told the woman next 
morning to return to her home and that 
he would do what he could. 

And he did do what he could. He 
saved the lives of the two condemned 
captnins. 

Knowing that the two Confederates 
who hnd previously been executed by 
General Burnside, nnd because of which 
execution Captains Fllnn and Sawyer 
were to be executed, had really been 
deserving of their fate, nnd knowing, 
too, that Captains Fllnn nnd Sawyer 
were Innocent, he delivered a message 
to the Confederate agent for the ex¬ 
change of the prisoners to the effect 
thnt If the two men were hanged he 
would nt once order that General W. 
H. F. Lee, son of General Robert B. 
Lee and then a federal prisoner, would 
be Immediately executed. 

The order created consternation 
among the Confederate authorities. 
But It had Its desired result. Word was 
nt once sent to Libby prison to the 
effect that Captains Fllnn and Sawyer 
were not to be executed. 

President Lincoln hnd saved their 
lives. 

Following this the captains were con¬ 
fined In the dungeon of Libby prison 
for twenty days, when they were re¬ 
lieved and placed upon an equal foot¬ 
ing with the other officers who were 
Imprisoned. 

They remained thus prisoners until 
March of the following year, when they 
were exchanged for General W. II. F. 
Lee and Captain R. H. Tyler, of the 
Confederate army, lioth of whom hnd 
been lederal prisoners for several 
months 

After that Captain Fllnn returned 
to hls company nnd served until the 
close ot the war, when he was mus¬ 
tered out with hls regiment. The great 
struggle ended, the captain returned to 
hls home In Shelbyvllle, Ind. For tho 
next few years until hls death, Aug. 
5, 1872, he was a fnmillar figure In nnd 
around Shelbyvllle. At the time of hls 
death he was forty years old. He left 
n widow and one daughter. The ^augfi 
ter died several years ago, but the 
widow Is still living In Indiana.—Chi¬ 
cago Chronlclp.

HARDER THAN THE DIAMOND. 

Tantalum Eaiillf Drawn Into Wire 
or Rolled Into Sheet* If Red Hot. 

That nothing Is harder ln nature 
than a diamond and that a diamond 
alone can cut a diamond Is a popular 
belief of long standing. Yet there is 
something harder. A new substanc* 
has made its appearance which, If it 
can be obtained ln sufficient quantity, 
will probably replace the diamond 
alike in the operations of drill boring 
and ln the lapidary’s workshop, for 
It is harder than diamond; so hard, ln 
fact, that the only effect produced 
by a diamond drill, worked day and 
night for three days on a sheet of the 
substance one twenty-fifth of an Inch 
thick, with a speed of 5,000 revolu¬ 
tions a minute, was a slight dint ln 
the sheet and the wearing out of the 
diamond. This substance Is pure me¬ 
tallic tantalum. 

Tantalum is not a common metal, 
yet it Is also not one of the rarest. 
Its existence was discovered more 
than a century ago. 

Pure tantalum was first prepared by 
Dr. Bolton, a member of the famous 
electrical engineering firm of Slemans 
& Halske. One of his methods Is to 
fuse the double fluoride of potassium 
nnd tantalum with metallic potassium 
in an electric furnace ln vacuo, but 
he seems to prefer a much simpler 
electrical method. Making up the 
oxide Into a filament, exactly like 
that of a Nernst incandescent lamp, 
he places It In a globe connected to 
an air pump and turns on the current. 
The oxide is decomposed and the oxy¬ 
gen being gradually removed by the 
pump the filament is reduced to the 
metallic state. 

Tantalum uiffers from all other 
known substance ln combining ex¬ 
treme hardness with extreme ductility. 
When red hot It is easily rolled Into 
bars and sheets or drawn into wire. 

It Is scarcely affected by the oxygen 
of the air, even at a red heat, and 
not at all at ordinary temperatures, 
nnd the strongest acids fall to dissolve 
It; nor does It amalgamate with mer¬ 
cury. It melts only at the highest 
attainable temperatures, and Is there¬ 
fore well fitted to serve for filaments 
In Incandescent lamps, being much 
stronger than carbon. A pound of It 
will make 20,000 lamps, and these re¬ 
quire exactly half ns much power to 
light them as to carbon filaments giv¬ 
ing the same brilliancy. 

If only It can be procured ln suffi¬ 
cient quantity tantalum should prove 
a most useful metal. It will furnish 
better boring tools than the diamond 
drill und cheaper electric lights than 
carbon, whilo the possible uses of a 
plate or a wire harder than diamond, 
and yet tough and strong, are almost 
infinite, for every other hard sub¬ 
stance Is brittle and this fact has ham¬ 
pered the engineer for centuries.

OLD COURTHOUSE 

IS TROUBLESOME 

Sold Once for $350, But Sheriff 
Mansfield Decided He Did 
Not Want It.—For 
Sale Again. 

Last Monday Contractor Amwig an¬ 
nounced to the Board of Supervisors 
that he could finish the new Court¬ 
house so it could be dedicated on the 
Fourth of July if the Board would 
hurry and have the old building re¬ 
moved. Until this is done the por¬ 
tico cannot be built. 

Sheriff Mansfield, who some mouths 
ago bid 8350 for the building, an¬ 
nounced he could not make use of it 
as it could not be moved during the 
rainy season, and asked to be rolioved 
of the bid. 

After considerable discussion the 
request was agreed to, and the build¬ 
ing is again for sale. 

The new Courthouse contractor was 
given another payment, on account, 
of $49,713.63, and Dodge & Dolliver, 
the architects, were paid $5310.19 on 
account of their fee. 

The warrants on the Reclamation 
District presented by Attorney Van 
Ness at the last meeting were approv¬ 
ed. 

Geo. C. Ross called the Board’s at¬ 
tention to the fact that the Wellesley 
Park property is being used as a pas¬ 
ture field by the owuers of stock to 
the detriment of the property and in¬ 
convenience of the people. He rec¬ 
ommended the appointment of Wil¬ 
liam Cassie as Pouiidmaster for that 
section. The appointment was made. 

Ross Bros, of Sau Mateo asked per¬ 
mission to lay a sewer at Belmont 
from W. A. Emmett’s corner to tho 
bay. The request was granted. 

The new license ordinance petition¬ 
ed for by the South San Francisco 
Board of Trade was laid over owing to, 
as District Attorney Bullock explain¬ 
ed, the Boards of Trade of San Mateo, 
Redwood City, Halfmoon Bay and 
several private citizens having notified 
him they wished to be heard. It will 
come up probably at the next meet¬ 
ing. 

District Attorney Bullock presented 
an order of the Court declaring tho 
office of Constable of the First Town¬ 
ship, held by Jtobert J. Carroll, to be 
vacant. The sureties on Mr. Carroll’s 
bond some time ago petitioned tho 
Court to bo relieved of further re¬ 
sponsibility, and ten days having 
elapsed without the incumbent filing 
a new bond the Court declared the 
office vacant. 

The Board accepted the notifica¬ 
tion. 

F. A. Thorpe notified the Board 
that the present insurance rate on the 
new Courthouse is 05 cents per $100 
per year. The first ruting of HO cents 
was higher than that of the old build¬ 
ing, but this has been changed by tho 
Underwriters to 05 cents, or 10 cents 
lower than the old building. 

Chairman Coleman stated in 1899 
deeds wero presented to the Board 
conveying from the Johnston and 
Britton interests to the county a strip 
of laud sixty feet wide on the west 
side of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
from the Finger bridge to San Carlos, 
but the documents were never order¬ 
ed recorded. The property was given 
for road purposes. Tho deeds were 
ordered recorded, and the strip was 
declared a public road. 

Tho District Attorney 'submitted a 
copy of the contract as drawn by him 
covering the furniture bid of Crocker 
& Co., which was accepted at the last 
meeting, lie asked that the Board 
compare the document with the speci¬ 
fications, and a recess was taken for 
that purpose. 

Chairman Coleman asked if the con¬ 
tract, was satisfactory to all tho mem¬ 
bers. 

Supervisor MacBaiu, who did not 
participate in tho work of comparing 
the contract with tho specifications, 
said ho objected on the ground that 
Crocker & Co. did not in his opinion 
follow the specifications in any par¬ 
ticular, and further that the bid is 
$5286 higher than that of the Art 
Metal Cu. He believed the Art Metal 
Co. ’s gonds were superior to those of 
Crocker & Co. ^ 

Supervisor Debeuedetti asked Mr. 
MacBain if he had not examined the 
goods of both firms. 

Mr. MacBain replied that he was 
shown nothing by Crocker Jk Co. but 
pictures, and that when he was in¬ 
sulted by a representative of the firm 
he left the store. 

The bond was fixed at $5000, and in 
all probability the contract will be 
signed at the next meeting.—Leader, 
San Mateo.

HOW TO GAIN IN HEIGHT. 

Machine to Stretch the Bodr—Will 
It Stax Stretched t 

“Which of you by taking thought 
can add one cubit unto his stature?” Is 
a question contained In Christ’s sermon 
on the Mount which has generally been 
regarded as unanswerable, says the 
New York Tribune. The Hebrew cubit 
was equal to about twenty-two Inches, 
and the problem Involved In making 
such a gain ns that was enough to dls 
courage nny one. But there are two 
men In Colorado to-day who by taking 
thought have contrived a machine by 
which, they declare, a gratifying num¬ 
ber of Inches may he added to the 
height of any person who will be sat¬ 
isfied with something less than a foot. 
The originators of this method are 
Profs. David B. Cropp, former physical 
director of the State University of 
Colorado, nnd Fordyce P. Cleaves, of 
Denver. 

In using this body-extending machine 
the patient lies down upon the frame¬ 
work nml is securely fastened to it by 
straps around the head and feet. At 
ills right hand there Is a lever by 
which lie extends the machine and thus 
submits Ids body to whatever extreme 
of stretching lie desires, using the lever 
to apply more power or relieve the 
strain at will. The machine extends 
like a dining table, from the middle 
both ways, and by means of the straps 
around head and feet the pressure is 
applied evenly along the laxly. 

The user submits himself to what¬ 
ever stretching force he wishes nnd 
takes the exercise ns often ns lie 
pleases nnd for ns long. The best re¬ 
sults have been attained when the 
pressure Is applied dally for periods of 
thirty minutes at a time. The Idea Is 
that the patient shall have a machine 
In his room and take the stretching 
each night before retiring. The con¬ 
struction of the machine Is calculated 
to draw out the spine and hold It ex 
tended sufficiently long for nature to 
start building, to conform with the new 
situation. Persisting in the exercise for 
three months Is deemed sufficient to 
bring results. Some persons have their 
height Increased two to three Inches, 
the Inventors declare.

APPLE HAS A LONG DESCENT. 

Traced Back to the Cave Dwellers 
of Swiss I.akes. 

Among tlie fruits of the rose family 
are apples, pears, peaches, plums, cher¬ 
ries and quinces, as well as struwber 
ries and blackberries. The apple is i 
fruit of long descent. Among the ruins 
of the Swiss lake dwellers are found 
remains of small seed apples which 
show the seed valves and the grains of 
tlesh. The crab apple is a native of 
Britain and was the stock on which 
were grafted the choicest varieties 
when- brought from Europe, chiefly 
France. Apples of some sort were 
abundant before the conquest and had < 
been introduced probably by the Ho¬ 
mans. Yet often as Saxon manuscripts 
speak of apples and cider there is no 
mention of numed varieties before the 
thirteenth century. Then one may read 
of the pearmain and the costard, Chau¬ 
cer’s “mellow costard.” 

In the roll of household expenses of 
Eleanor, wife of Simon De Montfort, 
apples and peat's are entered. In the; 
year 1280 the royal fruiterer to Ed¬ 
ward 1. presents a hill for apples, pears, 
quinces, medlars and nuts. Pippins, 
believed to be seedlings, hence called 
from tlie pips or seeds, are said not to 
have been grown in England before 
1525. The exact Drayton, writing or 
the orchards of Kent at that period, 
can name only tlie apple, tlie orange, 
the russean, tlie sweeting, the ptfiue 
water and the reinette. 

Joint Winthrop is usually held re- | 
sponsible for the Introduction of the ! 
apple into the New World. Itut as a 
matter of fact when Wiutlirop an 
cbored off Cape Ann the recluse Black 
stone already had apple trees growing 
about his cabin at Shawmut Neck. 
Some of the best of American apples 
were brought over by the Huguenots, 
who settled in Flushing, L. I., in liitiO, 
and planted there, uinoiijL others, the 
tiomme royale or spice apple.
